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TWO HOUSTON ACTIVISTS ON TRIAL FOR ASSAULT ON COPS ^ENT, OHIO FOLLOWS MINOR ARREST 


HOUSTON, Texas (LNS) --Bartee Haile was shot 
twice in the arm by Houston police last July 26; 
Johnny Coward had his heel shot off by a dum-dum 
bullet. Now both are to be tried for assault to 
murder and assault to murder a police officer, 
charges that could put them away for life. 

They were shot by a crack sniper squad of 
the Houston Police Department Criminal Intelli- 
gence Division while trying to save the life of 
Carl Hampton. Hampton, who was chairman of Peopl 
Party II, an organization similar in ideology to 
the Black Panther Party, had been shot and lay 
dying on the street near the Party's office. 

Carl was shot down when he left the office, which 
had been under police seige for a week, to check 
out a report that armed police had been stationed 
on the rooftops of nearby buildings. 

Bartee Haile is white and a member of the 
John Brown Revolutionary League [a white radical 
organization). Johnny Coward, a black, who lost 
the sight of one eye when it was kicked out by 
the foot of a Houston cop several years ago, is 
a former member of the People's Party II. 

Bartee is going to trial for the second 
time on June 21 (his first trial was declared 
a mistrial), Johnny on July 6, 


KENT, Ohio (LNS) -- A week of heavy streetfighting 
in Kent, scene last year of the killing of four stu- 
dents by National Guardsmen, broke out May 17, follow- 
ing the arrest of a student for carrying an open beer 
bottle in the street. 

The state law against carrying open liquor bottles 
is seldom enforced; the arrest brought dozens of Kent 
State University students out in protest. 

The next day, another student was convicted of 
3's"flag desecration " In an earlier action this year, 
students had run an NLF flag up a pole in place of tne 
Stars and Stripes- 

Disorders broke out sporadically all week, culmin- 
ating on Thursday night. May 20, with action in the 
streets involving four hundred people. 

Sixty-three arrests were made very early on Friday 
morning, as dozens of police swept through the streets 
of Kent, pushing demonstrators back onto the campus. 

Once on the university grounds, police made 22 arrests, 
including the president of the student body, and two 
professors . 

The stone-throwing demonstration was sparked by 
a warning Thursday night from Kent State President 
Robert l\niite, that "the campus is not a sanctuary" 
from arx'est. 


Bartee' s first trial began without defense 
counsel on May 18. Two motions had been filed a 
week before the trial date asking for a postpone- 
ment until Bartee's lawyers--a team of five law- 
yers headed by William Kunts ier--could defend 
him in August. Both motions were denied, the 
second just as the trial began on Monday morning. 

The courtroom, filled with tense supporters, 
stayed packed all day as the proceedings moved 
from the motion denial to the selection of an 
all-white, very hostile looking jury of 9 men and 
3 women . 

The next day 1000 people showed up to wait 
for a conviction. Bartee had refused to defend 
himself and would not accept court-appointed 
lawyers. It seemed as if the prosecution would 
get a speedy conviction with such a silent 
defense . 

But to everyone's surprise, two radical 
lawyers from Austin arrived and were able, along 
with Bartee (in a backroom consultation with the 
judge) to persuade the prosecution to accept a 
call for a mistrial, Bartee w'alked out of the 
Judge's chambers smiling, the announcement was 
made, and the large crowd in and out of the 
courtroom cheered,

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ROTC FIGHTS SEXISM ,, .WOMEN CAN NOW JOIN? 

New York (LNS) The Air Force reports that 

509 women are enrolled in ROTC this year. Ninety- 
seven schools (all co-ed) chose to include women cadets 
this year and 31 more will begin this fall. 

Like men, women may enter either the four-year 
program or the intensive two-year program to earn a 
commission. However, women will not be trained as 
pilots or navigators,, Sucli training is a "route to 
combat" and federal law prohibits American women from 
entering "armed engagements" 

Otlierwise, women take the same ROTC courses 
as men. They also participate in "leadership lab" 
activities (drilling), and before their junior year 
they must sign the same pledge to complete the program 
and serve for four years active duty. 

Women at Miami University in Ohio do "at least 
as well as the men, probably a little better," said 
Maj . Arthur D. Hall of the aero-space studies depart- 
ment, "The girls don't appear to be 'lib-oriented' 
They're mostly interested in an educational opportunity 
and a chance to learn about the Air Force, possibly 
for a career," he added 

Beginning tliis summer, all female cadets will 
take summer basic training with the men at Myrtle Beacli 
Air Force Base in So. Carolina. Again, their train- 
ing will differ only slightly from the men's. A 
woman officer will give tlie women a grooming course, 
and particularly grueling activities sucli as para- 
chute jumps and outdoor survival vvill be made voluntary. 

Hie Army seems a bit more hesitant than the Air 
Force to admit women to their ROTC program, Tiiey al-

Young black people demanding 
return of their money ripped up scats and tore 
up the box office, causing exten:5ive daiaage 
People then took to the streets, breaking windows 
in nearby business firms 

Several businesses were firebombed, a major 
part of the Hamilton Paperbag factory was des- 
troyed by fire.

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BLACKS OPEN FIRE ON N.Y. POLICE; 
SIX COPS HIT IN THREE DAYS 


VENCEREMOS COLLEGE MIGHT CLOSE JULY 1 


NEW YORK CITY (LNS)--Two policemen were in- 
jured by submachine-gun fire when they chased after 
a car going the wrong way on a one-way street. The 
two cops were maintaining the permanent guard at 
the Riverside Drive home of District Attorney Frank 
Hogan, prosecutor of the Panther 21, when the inc- 
ident occurred on the evening of May 19. 

Three days after the shooting, two couriers 
delivered packages containing license plates of 
the car sought by police to the New York Times and 
radio station WLIB, one of the main stations in 
the black community. Enclosed in each package was 
a letter: 

"All power to the people. Here are the plates 
sought after by the fascist state pig police. We 
send them in order to exhibit the potential power 
of oppressed people to acquire revolutionary just- 
ice . 

"The armed goons of this racist government 
will again meet the guns of oppressed Third World 
People ... As long as they occupy our community 
and murder our brothers and sisters in the name 
of American law and order, just as the fascist 
Marines and Army occupy Vietnam in the name of 
democracy and murder Vietnamese people in the name 
of American imperialism and are confronted with 
the guns of the Vietnamese Liberation Army, the 
domestic armed forces of racism and oppression will 
be confronted with the guns of the black liberation 
army, who will mete out in the tradition of Malcolm 
and all true revolutionaries real justice." 

Police patrols of Harlem and surrounding 
neighborhoods were immediately doubled, according 
to police. But eyewitness observers report that, 
at least temporarily, there are very few cops in 
evidence . 

Following each assault the papers have been 
flooded with expression of shocked dismay by Mayor 
Lindsay and photographs of the Mayor commiserating 
with the relatives of the deceased and injured. 

Police are reacting predictably to the new 
direction that bullets are taking. Many have 
gone out and bought shotguns, although Police 
Commissioner Patrick Murphy has not officially 
authorized their use. The Commissioner has, how- 
ever, stated that the recent killings were planned 
and tiiat "no citizen in New York is safe while these 
madmen are loose." He added further that tlie 
roundup of suspects would obviously require the 
use of "lethal force." 

Edward Kieman, president of the Patrolmen's 
Benevolent Association may have provided an inter- 
pretation of the vague phrase "lethal force" when 
he said: "We^re going to start doing some shooting 

too and you better be ready for it. If they want 
war, we'll give them a war."

REDWOOD CITY, Cal . (LNS) - - In January 1970, 
Venceremos College opened for classes. 

At first the student body was all Chicano, but 
in September, 1970, other Third World and white 
students were registered. The college took the 
position of having a multi-national student body 
witli Tliird World leadership in all administrative 
positions . 

Venceremos College made an immediate impact 
on its community. Students helped build a People’s 
Medical Center in Redwood City, set up the People’s 
Food Co-op, began an alternative newspaper, opened 
a cheap day center, set up another campus in South 
San Francisco aind with the Black Liberation Front 
(BLF) of Redwood City put together a community ed- 
ucation program. 

But the college and all of its programs might 
end on July 1 . 

Nairobi College, Inc. an East Palo Alto-based, 
black nationalist group that has helped fund raise 
and adminster Venceremos' money from the college’s 
start is withdrawing its backing on that date. 

According to a statement from the Venceremos 
community Nairobi attacked Venceremos College for 
having white people on their staff and for supporting 
white student demonstrations at Stanford University. 
Nairobi has also refused to let the BLF administer 
the funds because they feel that the BLF, a black 
organization, is too closely tied to Venceremos. 

However, the Venceremos community has pledged 
to continue the college and programs even if the 
Nairobi money is definitely cut off on July 1.

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CUBA DENOUNCES HOMOS EXUALin^ 

U-S. HOMOSEXUALS RESPOND 

HAVANA (LNS)--The First Congress on Edu- 
cation and Culture which met here recently has 
labelled homosexuality "pathological" and has 
formulated the most overtly anti-homosexual pol- 
icy in Cuba’s Communist history. 

The Congress, attended by Fidel Castro and 
other high government arid party officials, was a 
meeting of thousands of Cuba’s educators to de- 
cide the political and educational policies to be 
followed in Cuba in the coming years. 


"All manifestations of homosexual deviations 
are to be firmly rejected and prevented from 
spreading," according to the Declaration of the 
Congress. The Congress proposed that homosexuals 
be transferred out of any organizations where they 
could have any direct influence on Cuban youth 
"through artistic and cultural activities." This 
means closing off the one area of Cuban life where 
homosexuals have previously been tolerated -- the 
arts . 

The Congress called £or"severe penalties" a- 
gainst those who "corrupt the morals of minors, 
depraved repeat offenders and irredeemable anti- 
social elements 

The declaration on homosexuality has been 
angrily criticized by radical homosexuals in the 
United States. 

The Gay Committee of Returned Brigadistas, a 
group of homosexuals who have worked in Cuba on 
various Venceremos Brigades, denounced the new 
policy : 

"The anti-homosexual policy of the Cuban 
government does not simply fail to include gay 
people in the revolutionary process -- it specif- 
ically excludes them from participation in that 
process and the right to self-determination , We 
have been told that it is reactionary for us to 
criticize and condemn our oppressors when they 
call themselves "revoiucionaiy " or "socialist", 

A policy of ruthless and incessant persecution of 
gay people is contradictory tc the needs of all 
people, and Such a policy is reactionary and fasc- 
ist. 

"We call upon all progressive people to join 
our protest against this reactionary poli^.y and to 
make their feelings knov^n by writing to the Cuban 
Prime Minister and First Sc:cretary of the Commun- 
ist party in Havana," 

ihc Gay Pe /olution Part)' (GkPj , a group of 
New York radical hcnioscxuals called the policy 
"a threat to the lives and freedom of gay people 
because of the 'severe penalties’ demanded for 
'repeat offenders* and also because it encourages 
individual physical violeiice against homosexuals. 
It is also a thre.it to gay people throughout the 
world because oi i.uba’s lejnitation as a revolution 
ary natron , "

WASHINGTON, D.C .'LtS; -(icpefuliy, we did some- 
thing in Washington duriru che May Day events to 
hasten the end of the IJ.,S aggression in Vietnam. 

May Day was, presumably, c:cre tdran an anti-war dem- 
onstration. It was another of those "gatherings of 
the tribes", an expression of the counter-culture. 

May Day proved to me just how sexist, how pain- 
fully sexist, those so-called tribes, this so-called 
counter-culture really is. I have heard many sist- 
ers tell of the hey-baby-Gome-on-ov'er-and-smoke- 
some-dope-with-us syndrome which infected straight 
males at the West Potomac rark encampment- I want 
to report, however, only on the oppression that was 
experienced by gay males. 

"Nixon sucks. Tnac’s what was printed on t- 
shirts worn by so-called re /olutionaries , my "bro- 
thers", "Those cops are all queer," i heard some- 
one say more than once, in or.e variation or anoth- 
er. In John Steinbeck's "In Dubious Battle", a 
1930s novel about striking farmworkers, "leftwing" 
agitators say the same thing about the cops. Plus 
9 a change . . , 

1 hurt, deep down, when the way I make love is 
associated with the perpotrators of fascism in Am- 
erika. WTien will this stop? (When they are gay, 
perhaps, but somehow 1 think that may be utopian.) 

There was an official May Day newsletter, "Des- 
olation Row Times", published on a luimeograph mach- 
ine in the May Day office, inis publication com- 
plained that the People's ■oOn:.it;oji tor Peace and 
Justice refused to give aime gaper to May Day, "ev- 
en though we practically i.icnrJ then dicks for it." 
Need 1 explain that i riuV'c lovo for love and pleas- 
ure, and not to br.„l'; any.^n*:;. rv'hon challenged. May 
Day collective members maJe phony excuses, pointing

perverted, sick, immature, and counterrevolution- 
ary? 

I sold Come Out I and Gay Sunshine in Wash- 
ington, on April 24 and again for May Hay. (How 
many straight people have ever even seen a gay 
newspaper, much less read onc?j I think someone 
selling a right-wing newspaper would have gotten 
a more pleasant reception than I did» I got 
snickers , guffaws , stares , glances turned away, 
an occasional ''I'll buy one for a friend," and 
other reactions which had the effect of making me 
feel as if I was being scrutinized to see just 
what bizarre faggoty characteristic I was dis- 
playing. One women said to me, "I love fags, 1 
once fucked a fag," and as she started to reach 
for her money, I suggested that everyone was at 
least a little gay, even her, at which point she 
put her money away, and, with indignation, said 
"I was going to buy two papers from you, but now 
that you made that snide remark, I won't buy 
any." (The ideology of gay liberation says that 
women can't oppress gay males, but that was a 
pretty clear example of how’ ideology can get in 
the way of our real lives. J I didn't know what 
to say, and I tried to gracefully move on. 

• 'H^ose of us who are combatting sexism are 
trying to change our vocabularies. Almost all 
curse words are sexist. Son of a bitch. Bast- 
ard, (I was staying in D.C. with a woman who 
was about to give birth to a child without ben- 
efit of its father or any other men.) Cocksuck- 
er. The war sucks. (Those really get to me.) 

We ^ are trying rather hard to eliminate the 
gression which seems to characterize so much love- 
making in Amerika, an aggression apparent in the 
way we use "fuck" in our cursing. So when people 
chanted "One two three four, we don't want your 
fucking war," wc tried to change "fucking" to 
"sexist" or "racist" or "filthy" or something to 
show our commitment to the ides that to fuck is 
to make lo\'c, not war. Tho sad fact is that wheji 
groups of ga) males, lesbians, and other women try 
to change the ch.ant, the "brothers" hold on roscj- 
lutely to their aggressive use of the wo]’d 
ing". If that's where they're at, ! -wn-i'' , m' id' f 
want to be part of their mov^' t .

[Editor^ s note: You need a new icebox so you 

go down to the Vocal appliance stone and tny to 
get one. It costs $300 and you^ll pay if "low 
monthly installments , " You sign a piece of paper 
called an "Add-on contract" that you either don't 
bother to read or can't understand if you do. It 
says: "All payments now and hereafter made by 

(purchaser) shall be credited pro rata on all 
outstanding leases^ bills and accounts due the 
Company by (purchaser) at the time each such 
payment is made," 

l^/hat the fuck does that mean? It means that 
if you buy a TV set from the same company and 
fall behind in the payments^ the company can come 
and take away not only the TV set but also the 
refrigerator eve n if you have completely paid up 
grpit^^ 

Below are some other example, of '^ip-t>ff 
contracts and selling practices that confuse 
and cheat people^ particularly the poor. They 
are listed in "Finding Community: A Guide to 
Community Research and Action" (James E, Freel 
& Associates^ 37? College Ave,^ Palo Alto, Calif, 
94306) ^ a selection of criticisms of and alterna- 
tives to the institutions of our society,^ 

* * * 

The Standard Acceleration Clause 

"In the event of any default, the balance of 
this obligation shall at once become due and 
payable at the option of the holder hereof." 

If the buyer misses or is late with one 
payment, this clause gives the creditor the legal 
right to "accelerate payments" and demand 
immediate payment -in-full , regardless of circum- 
stances . 

The range of legal abuses that may appear in 
a single credit contract is illustrated by the 
following sample of fine print found in a com- 
monly-used appliance purchase agreement. 

It begins with: 

An Acceleration Clause: 

"In the event of a breach of the bu\'cr of 
any provision herein contained, or in the event 
that the seller shall at an\' time deem itself 
or tne goods, or an\' j>art thereof, for any 
reason, insecure or unsafe, then in any such 
event tiie entire balance ls due and owing under 
the terms and piovisions of this agreement, and 
shall, at the option of the seller, be forthwith 
due and payable . . "

A Waiver of Damages: 

"...and in such case do hereby waive and re- 
linquish to and forever discharge said seller of 
and from all damages caused by entry or by 
such taking or removal of and from all claims 
by reason of such payments, entry, taking or 
removal ..." 

This same contract also gives the seller. 

The Right to Resell the Merchandise : 

"...the seller shall nevertheless have the 
right of resale for the account of the purchaser. 

In the event of a resale by the seller, of the 
goods or any part thereof, after a retaking, the 
proceeds of the resale shall be applied first 
to the payment of the expenses of retaking, keeping 
and reselling the goods, and then to the balance 
owing under this agreement..." 

but for any amounts still remaining, 

The Buyer Still Owes : 

"... and if, a deficiency results after such 
application, the buyer shall pay such deficiency." 

What could happen to the unwary buyer who 
signs a contract with this fine print on it? 

1 . At any moment after the contract is 
signed, the seller has the right to use his own 
personal "judgment" to decide that the buyer 
may not be able to fulfill the contract (because 
of illness in the family, other domestic troubles 
or for any reason ) and to demand full payment 
immediately. 

2. Failing to get full payment, the seller 
may take back the merchandise, wherever it may be. 

3. The seller has the right to decide to 
hold it, while demanding payment on the contract. 

4 Or, he may sell it at any price (to an 
accomplice for a token amount?) 

-S . The seller is not legally responsible for 
an)' kind of damage to property or people (breaking 
down doors, frightening children etc.) that may 
occur during repossession. 

. Wlicn the seller does resell the merchandise, 
rny jirocceds go first to pay the "costs of re- 
possession" then are applied to the balance owing 
on tilt credit contract. 

7 . Bu)ers still owe whatever is not covered 
by mone\ from the resale; because of the credit 
charges, tliex- may owe more than the original 
purchase jirice of the mercliandise - even though 
tlicv no longer have it.

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MAN SHOT TO DEATH 
IN BROOKLYN’S BEDFORD STUYVESANT

NEW YORK (LNS) -- The streets had quieted 
somewhat after a day in which the people of the 
area had expressed anger at the way Black people 
and poor people are treated in New York. There 
had been demonstrations and some looting and 
attacks on property following the shooting of 
Rudy Simms by a cop . 

"They just teach them how to coon hunt, teach 
them how to kill..." said a young Black man 
standing outside the 81st precinct moments after 
another Black man was brought into the station- 
house in the Bedford Stuyvesant section of 
Brooklyn , covered with blood . 

Earlier that day, Monday, May 17, a 50-year- 
old man, Rudy Simms, was shot -- m the back 
and then in the chest -- to death by a policeman 
from that precinct. Bed-Stuy, one of the largest 
Black coiTtjnunities in the country, has among 
the liighest unemployment rate, number of welfare 
recipients, i>oorest housing and largest number 
of dope addicts in the country. 

It was around 10:45 pm when tiiey brought 
Simms in, drij^ping with blood. Maurice Phillips, 
who said *)e had witnessed the incident, said 
Simms Iiad I con badly beaten by four or five cops 
- "l.ike we animals, like we garbage."

Two eyewitnesses, Barbara Clinton and Ja.Tie 5 
Banyan, both agreed that Simms was not attacking 
the police and could easily have been restrained 
without a shot being fired since his back was 
towards them. "He shouted 'Halt^ and fxred at 
the same time and he shot him (Simms) in the 
back first. They just threw the ma/j in the car 
and took off," Barbara Clinton said, describing 
the actions of Patrolman Bliss. 

People began gathering on the corner where 
the shooting took place--Halsey and Reid-- and 
later a crowd of 500-600 people gathered arotted 
the 81st precinct. Four hundred or more iiolice 
were rushed to the area and over 100 co|;s 
stationed themselves around the j'-rcclnrt.

He praised the job that Markel had done. He then 
explained why the case was not dismissed at the be- 
ginning of the trial. He mentioned the fact that 
the defendants have been in iail for two years. He 
remarked that the state was running out of jury 
panels and that it would be impossible to select 
a jury until Sept. Slowly through the endless drone 
it became apparent that he was going to free them. 
Finally, he granted the defense motion for acquittal 
on the grounds that yes, it would be impossible to 
pick an unbiased jury after the tons of newsprint 
and hours of television that blared headlines about 
the trial. 

Ericka Huggins--23 years old, a widow with a 
baby, who spent two years and three days in jail, 
walked out a free woman.

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VISTA: A $36-MILLI0N-A-YEAR "HATE-NIXON" GRADUATE 
SCHOOL? 

WASHINGTON (LNS)--At a time when the Nixon ad- 
ministration is trying to ditch the VISTA program-- 
the domestic peace corps- -what should suddenly appear 
in the straight press? It is a newly completed 
study which states that through VISTA, the govern- 
ment has managed to radicalize one third of all 
the people who have been in the program and has 
moved most everyone to the left. 

According to what the New York Times calls a 
"little known study" conducted by Prof, David Got- 
tlieb of Penn State, who lias directed a number of 
government studies, in 1969 37% of the volunteers 
studied rated themselves "radical left" a year after 
they were recruited. This is opposed to 15% who 
considered themselves "radical left" at the time of 
their recruitment. In 1964, 15% considered them- 
selves "radical left" a year after recruitment as 
compared to 2% the year tliey began as volunteers.

HARLEM 5 ACQUITTED ON CONSPIRACY

NEW YORK (LNS) --The Harlem Five--Sayeed Sala- 
deen (Lloyd Butler), Wallace Marks, Hannibal Ahmed, 
Ebb Glenn, and Preston Lay Jr. --charged with con- 
spiracy to "kill a cop a week", rob a check cash- 
ing establishment, and break into an armory , were 
acquitted by a Manhattan jury of all the conspiracy 
charges just a little more than six hours after 
the Panther 21 jury returned with its verdict on 
May 15. 

Sayeed Saladeen was completely acquitted, but 
the other four defendents face sentencing on June 
18 for up to 14 years as a result of convictions 
handed down on the possession of weapons charges. 

An appeal will definitely be filed according to 
William Kunstler, defense attorney for the five. 

(A sixth defendant, Aykik (John Garrettj, had 
the charges dismissed by the judge before the case 
went to the jury. 

The men waited outside the courtroom on the 
15th floor of the criminal courts building at 
100 Centre Street for two days before the verdict 
came in. The trial had taken two months, and the 
tension was visible as they waited, out Lhe last 
few hours. As their own fates hung in the baiant-c, 
the defendents came down to tlie lobby of tliC crim- 
inal courts building to express their solidae'ty 
and j o)' at the acquittal of tlie PanLlur Ul.

SCHENECTADY, N .Y . (LNS) --Forty black students 
at iJnion College occupied the campus center on 
May 12 and held it for four days. They demanded 
a black cultural center to be set up in unused 
fraternity houses, increased scholarships in pro- 
portion to increased tuition, and amnesty for the 
demonstrators * 


The school president, Harold Martin, made a 
hasty trip to New York City to confer with the 
trustees. He returned with an injunction threat- 
ening police action, and refused to meet any of the 
demands . 


On May 14, 125 white supporters occupied the 
administration building. They demanded amnesty for 
the black demonstrators and that the college reveal 
its budget and investments. The whites left the 
building that night after the president promised 
to meet with a student delegation and to make the 
college records public, 

but, when the blacks left the computer center 
on May 15 none of their demands were met, and it 
was rumored that two of them would be kicked out 
of school , 
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W. GERMA.NS ARREST U.S. RADICAL FOR SELLING UNDER- 
GROUND PAPER TO BLACK GIs 


AUGSBURG, W. Germany (LNSJ --West German police 
here arrested Larry Barnes for selling "Voice of 
the Lumpen" to black GIs outside of a bar on May 11. 
"Voice of tliC Lumpen" is a GI underground paper in 
West Germany. 

At first Barnes was charged with selling the 
paper without a license, but on May 15, an arrest 
order was produced in court saying: "The contents 

of the printed material are directed against the 
U.S governineni and they call... for oppositional 
actions." The Department of Public Order in Augs- 
burg soitl an appeal to Munich to deport Barnes to 
the U.S. 

ihaz same day the chief judge of Augsburg re- 
jected the arrest order, dropped the charge, and 5 
minutes later produced a heavier charge and arrest 
order. Barnes v. as then accused of "state-endanger- 
ing suLv.-rjloji", and "undermining the duty-readi- 
ness... of the Federal Republic of Germany and of 
the non-German pact members of NATO".
